W ashington, Ja n u a ry 31st.—T he follow ­ 
ing report of an engineer officer, an In ­ 
spector of B atteries on Angel Island, San 
F rancisco harbor, has been received at the 
W ar D epartm ent, anil m ay be taken as a 
sam ple of th e decay and uselessness of our 
defenses. 
T he defenses on A ngel Island 
are usually rated as consisting o f three bat­ 
teries— nam ely. P oint B lunt, I’oint K nox 
and P oint Stew art. 
T here seem s to bo no 
reason w hy the indescribable ruin on P o in t 
B lunt should he classified as a battery, or 
a defense of any kind, as it lacks "tins, 
parapet and platform s ; and, as its m aga­ 
z in e 'is useless, th e parapet slid oft m any 
years ago. 
T he m agazine nnd platform s 
áre decayed past ail thought of repair. 
To 
speak of this ” battery " as unserviceable is 
to convey an incom plete an d inaccurate 
view. 
T here is n o th in g here th a t can con­ 
tribute to defense, w hile the ruins are an 
obstacle and an inconvenience to any occu­ 
pation. 
It requires a photograph to repre­ 
sent th e guns and 
TUÍ2 DESOLATION OK Tim ASSEMBLAGE Of 
UL'NS 
A nd platform s of the P o in t K nox battery. 
T here are ten guns, three of w hich are 
H odm an, w ith iron carriages. 
T he re ­ 
m aining seven gufis are 011 wooden carri­ 
ages that are in th e last stages o f decay. 
Som e are blocked up to keep them in posi­ 
tion. 
T he carriagts are all of wood, and 
front pentle. 
In (lie traverse rail tim ­ 
bers, w here th e dust of decom position re ­ 
m ains, the carriage w heels are su n k , and 
w here dust has been blow n aw ay the 
w heels rest upon th e ground. 
Iron bolts, 
deserted by the wood in w hich they were 
driven, stand out eccentrically or o th er­ 
wise. 
It ¡3 possible to fire all the guas 
once. 
A 1IATTERY ON THE “ DISSOLVING’’ PLAN. 
A s they are now pointed, th e result m ust 
be conceived to be a final dissolution of ali 
that rem ains o f the platform and th e seven 
wooden carriagts. 
T here are four guns in 
th e P oint Stew art battery. 
T h ere is no 
m agazine, how ever, and ail th e elem ents of 
defense 
are 
absent, from 
obsoleteness 
and decay, beyond thought of repair. 
A 
description of 
P oint K nox battery 
a p ­ 
plies to the effectiveness here. 
These bat- 
ttries have been m any tim es reported as 
unserviceable. 
T he fact of continued in ­ 
spection from tim e to tim e m ay perhaps be 
held to indicate th at, am idst th e general 
decay, som ething of defensive value re­ 
m ains. 
T his w ould be p. m istake. 
T hey 
contain n o th in g o f use, an d are incapable 
of good. 
, 
rONciRfSS AT FAULT. 
It is stated at the W ar D epartm ent that 
requests have been m ade repeatedly for an 
appropriation for the repair of these bat­ 
teries. but 
invariably w ithout 
success. 
Captain T aylor, o f th e O rdnance Corps, in 
a letter published in 18S5, show ed the u tter 
w orthlessness in the first line. In th e w hole 
harbor of San Francisco he show ed th a t at 
th at tim e (and no m aterial change has been 
m ade since) there w ere m ounted forty 10- 
in ch sm ooth-bores, against iro n c la d s; six ­ 
teen S-inch rities, onlv intended as a u x ili­ 
aries in the defense of such harbors as this, 
and m ounted in such a w ay as to render 
them , too, w orthless against arm or-clads ; 
seventeen 15-inch guns, w hose best work 
(w ith full charges) is only ten inches of 
arm or, and w hose carriages only allow 
them to fire about h alf charges. 
AT THK MERCY OK ONE VESSEL. 
In a n interview w ith h im to-day Captain 
Teyl.vr referred th e reporter to two lectures 
delivered by him before th e M ilitary Asso­ 
ciation of the Pacific, w hich he said w ould 
show th e helplessness of San F rancisco in 
case of war, and said it was sufficient to 
say th a t w ith the defenses of San Francisco 
as they are an E nglish ironclad can cap­ 
ture and hold the city, its superb harbor, 
o ur onlv navy yard and ou r only arsenal 
on the Pacific coast.

Senate then proceeded to the consideration 
of the sun d ry civil appropriation bill. 
A t J o'clock the railroad attorney bill 
was laid before the Senate as unfinished 
business, but it was s >011 inform ally laid 
aside and th e sun d ry civil t iil proceeded 
w ith. 
A fter a discussion the reading of 
tl'.e bill was resum ed. 
In th e course of the 
discussion on a point of order, E dm unds 
expressed, parenthetically, a w ish th a t the 
Senate, w ould provide for a hundred new 
cruisfrs. 
A fter disposing of .V,i p.tges of 
th e bill, o u t o f 101, the S enate adjourned.

T he K ilightV In te n tio n s—T h e M rik e r.' 
P l a c e s A ll F ill e d . 
N ew Y o k e, Ja n u a ry TSlst.—T he m ost 
im p o rtan t feature in the coal strike yester­ 
day was the m eeting of D istrict Assem bly, 
No. -fit, K nights of I.abor. 
T he turn of 
$1,100 was voted to the Board of A rbitra­ 
tion and S trikers for im m ediate use. and 
an assessm ent was placed on each local 
assem bly to pay th e strikers each week. A 
com m unication from th e G eneral E xecu­ 
tive Board was read, prom ising to issue a 
general assessm ent if necessary. 
M any a s­ 
sem blies also offered No. -ID loans of large 
sum s o f m oney to keep up the tight. 
A 
series of resolutions 
were adopted, de­ 
nouncing th e action of th e corporations 
and calling upon the order everyw here to. 
com e to th e rescue o f th e strik in g 'long­ 
shorem en aud coalhandlers. 
P lan s w ere 
perfected by w hich th e elevated and su r­ 
face railroads o f the city could be stopped 
if necessary. 
T h e gashouses an d electric 
light factories w ould be sh u t dow n il ac­ 
cessary. 
pl e n t y ok m en at w o r k . 
N ew York, Jan u ary 31st.—E very h o u r 
th e great strike continues now reduces the 
chances o f th e strikers for success. .T here 
arc now m en crow ding into th e places of 
th e K nights, and th e new m en are rapidly 
learning the trick of leading vessels, and 
are getting to be pretty good ’longshore­ 
m en them selves. 
T he big steam ship line 
agents 011 N orth river said this m orning 
they had all the m en they w anted and 
w ere tu rn in g applicants aw ay. 
T h e only 
trouble th a t any of them experienced now 
is to get forem en and directors for the 
green hands. 
If th a t w ant w ere supplied, 
probably every line in the city w ould be 
by to-night in about as good condition as 
before the strike. 
A ll lines having vessels 
in port have th e full n u m b er a t w ork this 
m orning. 
LATER— MORE MEN GO OCT. 
N ew Y ork, Ja n u ary 31st.—T he strike 
took a new phase to day. 
It not only in­ 
volves th e additional 'longshorem en who 
w ent o u t this m orning, but also the freight 
handlers o f th e railw ays, th u s tightening 
the blockade 011 transportation and adding 
another thousand to the thousands already 
idle. 
A pparently by preconcerted ’action 
com m ittees of freight handlers of a n u m ­ 
ber of roads to-day presented form ulated 
dem ands on the m anagem ent, and it is u n ­ 
derstood th a t sim ilar dem ands w ill be m ade 
011 th e m anagers of all roads leading into 
this city. 
T he freight handlers of the 
P ennsylvania R ailroad, em ployed on the 
com pany’s N orth river piers, to-day notified 
th e m anagers th at, unless the rate of wages 
was increased from 17 to 20 cents per hour, 
a general strike w ould follow all along the 
com pany’s docks. T he com pany was given 
un til to-m orrow noon to consider th e de­ 
m and. 
T here arc about 2,000 m en em ­ 
ployed on th e piers. 
REMANDS POSITIVELY REFUSED.- 
D em ands were also m ade by th e freight- 
liandlers em ployed hy th e C entral R ailroad 
of New Jersey, and by th e New Y ork, 
L ake E rie and W estern for increased wages, 
anil threatening to im m ediately q u it work 
if th eir dem ands are not com plied w ith. 
T he concessions asked for were refused a b ­ 
solutely. 
A t th e otlice of Ihe New Jersey 
C entral it was ascertained that a com m it­ 
tee of live w aited upon the Receivers this 
m orning and presented th e dem and for in ­ 
creased wages for freight handlers and 
otfier em ployes, and insisted on an an ­ 
sw er before 3 o’clock Ibis afternoon. 
T he 
Receivers m et them again at th at ho u r to 
give them a w ritten reply, in w hich they 
declined to com ply w ith 
the dem and. 
T he com m ittee took th eir departure, and 
im m ediately afterw ards th e freight h an d ­ 
lers of th e com pany on P ier No. 1-1 went 
out on a strike. 
A m ong the dem ands of 
the com m ittee was one th a t the coal strike, 
as far as th e C entral R ailroad o f New Je r­ 
sey is concerned, be settled in 24 hours 
after presenting th is petition. It: th e course 
of its reply th e com pany sa y s: 


NO SURRENDER OF RIGHTS. 
“ W e expect to give equal pay to clerks 
and others w ho are em ployed in sim ilar 
positions, provided they are equally quali­ 
fied to fill these positions; hut w cannot 
recognize the )>nipri.-ty of paying all alike 
w ithout regard to experience or efficiency. 
You state th a t you w ill not handle any 
freight that has been previously bandied 
by non-union 
m en. 
As Receiver of the 
com pany, th a t is a com m on carrier, i; is 
ou r du ty ¡0 handle any freight presented 
to us, w hether the sam e has been previ­ 
ously handled by non-union m en or o th er­ 
wise. 
W e sh all do our utm ost to perform 
this duty. 
Y ou dem and th at ihe coal 
strik e be settled, as far as ou r railroad is 
concerned, in tw enty-four hours.

strike does n o t exist am ong our em ployes.

W hen off L ong B ranch an explosion oc­ 
curred in th e afier-part of th e saloon, hy 
w hich C aptain K elly and Jam es Ju stin e 
w ere slightly in ju ied . 
T ho explosion is 
believed to have been 
from dynam ite 
packed in a satchel th a t had been leit in 
the closet. 
T he steam er at once put about 
and arrived at h er dock at 10:30 to-night. 
T h e am ount o f dum aee to th e vessel has 
n o t been ascertained yet. 
LATER—A NARROW ESCAPE. 
T he G uyandotte left w ith a m ixed cargo, 
though only partly loaded. S he carried 
live saloon and fifteen steerage passengers, 
w ith a crew of 42 persons, 
it w as d is­ 
covered th at a hole about fifteen feet square 
had been caused by the explosion, through 
the m ain and hurricane decks, anti m uch 
dam age had been done in the saloon and to 
Ihe outside joiner-w ork on th e m ain dock.

DRAMATIC DETECTIVE METHODS. 


The manner in which the New York de­ 
tectives wrung a confession from linger, 
the murderer o( Bohle, was as dramatic in 
method as it was ingenious and startling, 
and once more prove* that stranger things 
occur in real life than the fancy can 
conjur e up. 
The idea of suddenly con­ 
fronting the suspected with the ghastly 
face of his dead victim is not new, and 
against such surprises criminals are on 
their guard. 
In this case, however, the 
bloody implements used to do the murder 
were, as if carelessly, exposed to the 
prisoner’s view, hut not a word was said to 
him or concerning them in his presence. 
The next day the officers suddenly showed 
him the weapons, and asked if he had 
ever 
seen 
them, 
whereupon, 
though 
•startled, he replied in the negative. 
The 
succeeding day lie was taken into a dimly- 
lighted corridor 
under 
some 
pretext, 
where the officer who had the day lefore 
shown him the tools of murder, was 
standing in the gloom ¡minting tragically 
to the open trunk into which the mur 
dcrer had packed the mutilated remains of 
his victim. 
The detective suddenly pro­ 
nounced the prisoner’s name, and as he 
turned he saw the officer in the dramatic 
liose descriled. 
The wretched man shud­ 
dered and tottered toward his cell. 
But 
lie was retained in the corridor, and a por­ 
tion of the victim’s clothing was held up 
-o his view. 
lie shivered 
and would 
have fallen, but was aided to a seat upon 
an innocent enough appearing sofa. 
Sud­ 
denly the murderer sprang to his feet with 
i groan, and asked to change his seat—the 
lounge was one found in his room after his 
arrest, and on which llohle had been 
killed. 
Fainting and pale, the murderer 
was taken to his cell, and shortly after 
confessed his crime. 
lie had himself 
furnished 
all 
the 
missing 
proofs ol 
his 
guilt. 
It 
is 
a 
recital 
of a 
quarrel, an assault by deceased and the 
killing by the prisoner, as he alleges, in 
self-defense. 
To save his family from dis­ 
grace he kept the facts secret, cutu p the 
body, shipped away the limbs and other 
parts, save the head, in Ilohlc’s trunk, but 
dropped the head into the river. 
Assum­ 
ing the man’s story to la* true, the case 
< o-elv resembles thal of the 1‘arkman- 
'Vebster murder, which so excited the 
country over forty years ago. 
Had linger, 
after killing Bohle, gone instantly upon 
the street and proclaimed the fact, called 
the officers and exhibited the wounds lie 
claims to have received, and have pointed 
to the knife with which he says Bohle as­ 
saulted him. he would have made a case 
sufficiently strong io save him from the gal­ 
lows, if not from imprisonment. 
Had 
the murderer in the I’.irkman-Webster 
ease noted in a like manner, no exorution 
would have followed. 
In liolli casts the 
murderers remained silent, sought to con­ 
ceal the fact of the killing, and endeavored 
to dispose of the body by piecc-meal. 
As 
he too long delayed plea of self-defense 
lailed to save the murderer in the first 
case, so it probably will fail in tile latter. 


11 is a theory of many detectives that no 
awful crime remains untold; that the 
murderer‘■•ooner or later must reveal his 
crime to some one, that the tortures of con­ 
science drive him to make some one the 
repository of his terrible secret. And they 
further hold that the terror attaching to 
set recy of stub (rimes, underlaid by the 
superstitions element which in greater or 
less degree is found in ail men, drives the 
murderer to confession in many cases when 
confronted with some of the material evi­ 
dences of his crime. 
The latter theory has 
had many verifications, and the case of 
I’uger is certainly one of them. 
Had the 
method employed hr lnsi>oetor Byrnes in 
this instance leen depicted ujmn the stage, 
it would have leeu credited to a wild fancy, 
and set down as altogether improbable. 
But every day’s drift of news proves the 
adage that truth is s;ranger than fiction. 


THE MESSENGEE-B0Y BILL. 


has leen introduced iu both 
A bill 
nouses prohibiting the sending of messen­ 
ger boys by any dispatch delivery or tele­ 
phone company or association to houses of 
prostitution, low variety theaters 
and 
other places of vicious character. 
It is 
«mown that messenger boys tire now hired 
out by the hour to bawdy-house proprie­ 
tors and inmates, and to keepers of “ dens” 
and “ dives,” to do errands for them and 
carry notes and parcels, etc. 
Society has 
x deep interest in “ growing” good citi­ 
zens. 
If it permits the fountain to lie 
corrupted, it must expect only foul waters 
to flow from it. 
It is not, happily, the 
practice of all dispatch and messenger 
services to hire lads to disreptuable places 
a* messengers, but there is nothing to pre­ 
vent all from doing so. The necessity for the 
employment of lads in messenger service 


is one of the results of family need, mis­ 
fortune and poor estate. 
Society should, 
therefore, throw about this necessity all 
the guards it can, not only in the interests 
of parents who feel it necessary to put 
their children into messenger service ; but 
in its own interest, that these lads may 
not, by force of their vocation, be made 
familiar with the haunts of vice, partici­ 
pants in their viciousuess, or lie brought 
into contact with those whose very touch 
is impure. 
The failure to pass such a law 
as is suggested might be taken as an indi­ 
cation of the exercise of the ]>ower of in­ 
terested influences upon which it will hear 
— indeed, the word, it is said, has already 
gone out that the bill is a “ cinch ” meas­ 
ure. 
But this is wholly unwarranted, and 
the gentlemen who originated it are not 
likely to permit any such imputation to 
attach to it, nor any one to vouch for such 
a charge. 
It was horn, we feel certain, of 
honest impulse and a sincere desire to con­ 
serve the public good. 
If the laws are to 
be approved which proliibit the sale of 
liquors to minors, and prevent those under 
16 from entering saloons, or dance-houses 
—and we have yet to meet the citizen who 
condemns such statutes—why not prohibit 
also the entry of children for any pur [wise 
to such places as the bill indicates. 
Sec­ 
tion 309 of the l’enal (Vxlc now makes it 
criminal to admit any minor to a house of 
prostitution, hut the penalty falls only 
ii]Kjn the keeper of such houses. 
The 
proposed new law holds the employer of 
the messenger boys to accountability, and 
therefore aims in the right direction. 


M \S S LAUGHTER. 


T he striking carmen in San Francisco 
propose, by co-operation, to build a line of 
cable railroad parallel to and near those of 
the Sutter and Geary-street lines. 
This is 
legitimate opposition. 
It is improbable 
that they will accomplish the feat, but it 
is their right to try it, if the local legis­ 
lature grants the use of the necessary 
streets, as it probably will do. 
The two 
companies against which they propose to 
run “ an opposition ” line of street rail­ 
way, claim that they have not made such 
earninsg as to justify the increase of wages 
the strikers demand. If this is not fiction, 
how further division of the public patron­ 
age is to maintain a now line is not clearly 
seen. 
The cost of construction, when the 
estimates are all in, will probably be found 
to demand such outlay and credit as to put 
the strikers upon the “ w aiting” list for 
dividends for a term of years, and this 
will discourage them at the outset. 
But 
no objection can be raised to this form of 
op|>osition, however doubtful a venture it 
may be financially. 
By the project of co­ 
operation, however, it may tuni out that 
the strikers will have the whip hand and 
come into a good business by failure of one 
of the other lines, for capital will have its 
reward, and if it doesviot receive its re­ 
turn from the existing roads, it will aban­ 
don them. 
All legitimate efforts of labor 
to secure for itself a fair wage, a high 
wage, will have public approval and sym­ 
pathy. 
The disjioKition of the people in 
this country is averse to the decline of 
labor’s reward. 
They recognize the truth 
that the better the reward gives the better 
result to society and elevates labor to a 
higher plane, enabling it to surround itself 
with more of the comforts of life, and lift­ 
ing it above servility. 
If the carmen have 
savings laid by and can by co-operative 
action invest so as to make them pro­ 
prietors instead of employes, they will 
illustrate in a forcible manner the great 
opportunities citizenship in a free Gov- 
eminent opens up to workingmen, and the 
fully of attempting by coercive measures, 
that which can lie best accomplished tijxm 
a legitimate plane. 


T h e Santa Cruz Sentinel lets “inter­ 
viewed” an Eastern visitor who alleges that 
when his party appointed a committee at 
Los Angeles to come nortli and spy out 
the land, a local “agent” there attempted 
to dissuade them, saying, for instance, that 
they would experience the same cold 
weather up here from which they fled at 
the East; that the snow was six feet deep 
in Oakland, four in San Jose, etc.” 
We 
are not willing to believe the story. 
At 
least, if any “agent” was so silly as to 
make such representations he did not re­ 
flect the policy of the Los Angeles people. 
They arc not so shortsighted as to state 
that which could be given tlie lie by a 
few hours ride northward. 
We believe 
the people of lo s Angeles are not to be 
held resjx nsihle for any utterances such 
as quoted above. 
They know that it is a 
provincial and mean policy that approves 
any such tactics, and arc above engaging 
in it, whatever a few misguided men may 
Ho. 
Nor is it wise to publish such state­ 
ments as those we find in the Sentinel. 
They can only engender ill-feeling and 
court the contempt of Eastern visitors. 
The north has better work to do than re­ 
sponding to the had wit q¡r misrepresenta­ 
tions of here and there a real estate agent. 
We know that tiie truth is the people of 
Los Angeles encourage tiie establishment 
of agencies of northern counties in that 
eitv, and that reputable citizens there are 
doing all that can lie asked of them to lid 
the effort to induce desirable immigration 
to come this way. 
There should lie an 
end to any notice whatever of such small- 
minded matters as the chatter of a few 
men here and there who fail to compre­ 
hend that Eastern visitors are just as 
shrewd, sensible and discerning as Califor­ 
nians, and understand human nature quite 
as well as woof the Pacific coast.

Evidence Taken Yesterday at the Trial 
of Milton MrWliorter. 
Yesterday morning the ease of The Peo­ 
ple vs. Milton McWhorter, charged with 
manslaughter in fatally shooting T. G. 
Robinson on the 10th of last August, in 
front of the State House Hotel, was again 
taken up in Department Two of the Su­ 
perior Court, Judge Wilson presiding, and 
a jury having been obtained on Saturday, 
General A. L. Hart proceeded to outline to 
; it at considerable length what the prosecu- 
! tion would endeavor to prove. 
He said 
that the indictment charged McWhorter 
with manslaughter, which is a reduced 
decree of homicide. 
It was expected to es­ 
tablish a case, however, in which malice 
and premeditation would be proven. Be­ 
cause of the indictment, however, a convic­ 
tion of manslaughter only could be asked 
at the jury's hands. The General read to 
the jury the law defining manslaughter, 
and said, in substance, that the prosecution 
would show that at the time of the killing 
T. G. Robinson was an officer of the United 
States, and engaged in enforcing the law’s 
decrees against hydraulic mining. 
For 
some reason the defendant seemed to take 
a great dislike to deceased, and pursued a 
course which could only eventually end in 
a personal difficulty. The deceased was in 
the employ of the Sacramento Anti-Debris 
Association, and his duties kept him much 
of the time high up in the Sierras. 
He 
had no enmity against the defendant, 
and 
did 
not even 
know him. 
But 
the 
defendant 
began 
a 
system 
of 
libeling Robinson. 
He charged him with 
being unfaithful to his employers ; with re­ 
ceiving money from the hydraulickers ; de­ 
nounced him as a fraud, and with each 
successive number of his paper the name 
of T. G. Robinson, coupled with that of 
C. E. Sexey, was the burden of defend­ 
ant's song. 
Robinson bore this kind of 
abuse patiently, though at times he pro­ 
tested against 
such 
injustice. 
Seeing 
that he could not sufficiently provoke de­ 
ceased by charging him with being a 
fraud, defendant at last published that Mr. 
Robinson had been run out of a house of 
ill-fame in his shirt, the building having 
taken tire. 
Not only this, but a copy of 
the paper, with the article marked, was 
sent to the deceased’s wife. 
Mr. Robinson 
took the paper when it was shown to him 
and put it in his pocket. On the day prior 
to the homicide preparations were being 
made in Sacramento for the reception of 
the Grand Army of the Republic, and Mr. 
Robinson was assisting. 
In another town, 
however—in the city of Marysville—other 
preparations were being made, 
fh e de­ 
fendant was purchasing a pistol—seeing 
that it was carefully loaded—and he came 
here to have a meeting with T. G. Robin­ 
son. 
He came here and was surrounded 
by his friends—who will appear as wit­ 
nesses 
in 
this 
ease — the 
hydraulic 
miners. 
Mr. 
Robinson 
heard 
that 
the 
defendant 
was 
here. 
His 
feelings and those of his wife were larcer- 
ated. 
He sought McWhorter ami asked 
him if he wrote the article referred to. and 
when the latter drew a weapon, the de­ 
ceased said : " It is no use to draw a pistol.” 
Prior to this there had been only a strug­ 
gle with hands. 
It will be proven that 
after the fatal shot was tired, Robinson 
presented liis pistol full at McWhorter, 
when some one said : “ Don’t shoot,” and 
Robinson said : “ All right; I will not,” 
magnanimously giving to the man who 
had not only maligned him hut killed him, 
his life. 
It will be proven that defendant, 
after the killing of Robinson, said that he 
took care that the killing should not take 
place in Yuba county. 
It will also be 
proven that he said, while on the way to 
the station-house. “ I have killed tliespy.” 
It will be attempted to be shown that the 
systematic, persistent libeling of deceased 
was instigated and kept up for the purpose 
of bringing about the very object that was 
accomplished—the killing of deceased. 
It 
will he shown, probably on the side of the 
prosecution, that the deceased did very na­ 
turally fbafe under the unjust accusations 
made, and that he made statements of what 
he would do unless they ceased. 
Chief of Police Dillman, the first wit­ 
ness, gave the history of McWhorter’s be­ 
ing taken to the station-house by Deputy 
Constable Martin, and presented the pistols 
belonging to him and Robinson ; also, a 
bullet, received trom Dr. Cluness. 
The McWhorter pistol was introduced in 
evidence. 
H. M. Myers testified that he was at the 
State House Hotel on the day of the homi­ 
cide, and saw defendant and deceased scuf­ 
fling, Robinson apparently trying to get a 
pistol a way from .McWhorter; 
assisted in 
separating them ; 
did not see Robinson do 
anything after the separation ; 
went about 
a block with McWhorter, who did not ap­ 
pear much excited; he had some cards, and 
gave them to parties; 
some one took him 
to the station-house; did not see a pistol in 
Robinson’s hand at any time. 
On cross­ 
examination witness said 
he 
uid 
not 
know of anything preventing McWhor­ 
ter from pulling the trigger of his pistol 
during the scuffle; 
was about thirty feet 
away when the shot was tired, and ran at 
once to where the men were; 
had talked 
about the case with others besides counsel 
for the prosecution ; 
two men took him to 
a room in the State House, and talked to 
h im ; 
witness did not remember their 
names, amd would not know them if lie 
saw them again, but thought they were 
friends of the defendant, because they 
spoke in his favor; what he told them, and 
what he was now testifying under oath, 
were different things. 
Dr. Cluness testitied as to his attending 
the wounded man, and 
described 
the 
wound and its location ; the wound was 
necessarily fatal: the pistol was very close 
when the shot was fired; told Robinson 
the wound was very dangerous, and ad­ 
vised him to settle his earthly affairs; the 
mind of the wounded man was clear; he 
several times expressed the belief that lie 
would die. 
Deputy Constable Martin was the next 
witness. 
He was standing at the northeast 
corner of Tenth and K streets at the 
time the trouble began ; heard only one 
sh ot: saw two tuen struggling in the 
street ten or fifteen feet from the sidewalk ; 
ran there and saw that one liad a pistol; 
thev were pulling and hauling each other ; 
McWhorter had hold of the handle of the 
pistol and Robinson the barrel, and both 
were trying to get possession of it; told 
them, “ Give me the gun—1 am an officer;” 
thty let go, and I told them to consider 
themselver under 
arrest; 
McWhorter 
started towards the S ate House; when he 
got to the sidewalk ho started to run away, 
ami 1 hallooed to somebody to stop him ; 
turning to see what McWhorter was run­ 
ning from, I saw that Robinson had drawn 
his pistol; 1 said to Robinson, " You are 
under arrest; give me the pistol;” he did 
so, raising his vest and saying: 
“ H elias 
done for m e; 
I am shot right here in the 
stom ach;” 
when I ffrst saw Robinson’s 
pistol it was pointed at McWhorter; took 
McWhorter to tho station-house; he was 
excited, and the first thing I heard him say 
was: 
” My poor wife; wbat will this do 
for her?” near the Golden Eagle we met 
Assemblyman MoffUt; 
McWhorter said : 
I have shot the spy, and think I've killed 
him ;” Motlitt told him to keep still and 
not lo say anything. 
Cross examined.—McWhorter asked Mof- 
Stt to walk along with him. as lie wanted 
to talk to him ; nobody separated the men 
except m yself; did not see anything of 
Myers until after McWhorter started to 
run ; McWhorter told me he was not trying 
to run away front m e; 
when McWhorter 
spoke to Moffitt I think he was still labor­ 
ing under excitem ent; took Robinson to 
Dr. Laine's office before taking McWhorter 
to the station-house; the doctor was not in, 
and Robinson sat down in the doorway; 
Robinson made no effort to resist wheD 1 
1 asked him for his uistol; 
will not swear 
that Myers was not there when I separated 
the men, 
Warren F. Diew testified: 
I was ac­ 
quainted with T. G. Robinson during his 
lifetime; was standing at Tenth and K 
streets, near the Grangers’ store, talking to 
Geo. C. McMullen. The first I knew of the 
matter, McMullen said, “ Hello, there's a 
fight,” and almost immediately there was a 
shot: ran to the spot and saw McWhorter 
and Robinson struggling. Martin and I 
arrived about the same time, and I stepped 
hack ; was standing beside Martin when he 
got the pistol. There were lots of men on 
the sidewalk; saw Myers on theedgeof the 
sidewalk, ami afterwards saw him step into 
the street. 
About the time Martin came 
tip, I saw a pistol. Robinson stepped back 
to the sidewalk when Martin had secured 
McWhorter's pistol. 
He drew his pistol, 
ami I said : " Rob. don't shoot; you’ll kill 
somebody else; there's your man in the 
street.” Just then Martin came up and said to 
Robinson. “ You are under arrest; give me 
that pistol ” 
Robinson did as requested, 
remarking : “ He has killed rue ; look 
here,” raising up his vest. 
I got a hack, 
and Robinson was taken home. 
I after­ 
wards was at Robinson's bedside. He said : 
“ Warren, I am going to d ie; I am gene.” 
He repeated the statement that he knew he 
could not live. 
By Jones—What statement did he majte 
to you concerning the difficulty ? 
W itness—I asked him the cause of the 
difficulty. He state 1 that the trouble which 
• had occurred was over a slanderous news- 
1 paper article. 
Robinson said that he 


1 showed the 
newspaper 
article to Mc- 
I Whorter, and asked hint if he fathered it, 
■ w hen th e latter pulled his pistol and fired ; 
J Robinson said he did not strike McWhorter; 
j suit! he never made any threats, direct or 
: indirect, against him, but put the paper in 
1 his pocket and asked McWhorter, the first 
time he saw him, if he was the author. 
City Attorney Hart and Police Judge 
Buckley (who was District Attorney at the 
time of the homicide) testified relative to 
the anti-iuortem statement made to them 
by Robinson, after he had been informed of 
the dangerous nature of his injury. They 
were allowed to refresh their memories hv 
reading the statement, which was as fol­ 
lows : 
I feel perfectly clear in my head, and know 
what 1 am saying. I fully realize my condition, 
and know I cannot live. I was down town, and 
met McWhorter at the eoruerof the State House. 
I did not know whether it was McWhorter or 
not at first. He was talking to Mr. O'Brien. I 
asked Senator Chandler who that was, pointing 
to McWhorter, and he said it was McWhorter. I 
stepped up to McW hortcrand told him I desired 
t-> see him, at the same time taking a paper out 
of my pocket and showing it to him. lie pul 
his hand ou his revolver. 
1 told him there was 
no use in pulling his revolver, and I asked him 
if he fathered the article in the paper. 1 reached 
for him and we clinched. Then fie put the re­ 
volver to my body and fired. I made no motion 
to get my revolver uutil alter he shot me. I 
could have shot him after he shot me, but a by­ 
stander asked me not to shoot him. and 1 did 
not. An officer then came up and I handed him 
my revolver. The newspaper I had in my hand 
was the Marysville Danocrat, which contained a 
villainous article about mo. The article was a 
lie. When I reached for him. McWhorter had 
his hand on his back |>ocket. 
1 knew he would 
pull his revolver. 
[Two or three lines were stricken out of 
the original ante-mortem statement as in­ 
admissible, being that portion declaring 
the article in the Democrat villainous and 
a lie.] 
David Osborn was called as a witness to 
the ante-mortem statement, and said that 
Robinson said to him that he (Robin­ 
son) was down town and met McWhorter, 
who had published some bad articles about 
him, and asked for an explanation, and 
that McWhorter got luad and shot him. 
He was asked if he was trying to hurt 
McWhorter, and he replied that he was 
not at all. 
Witness also said that Robinson 
told him frequently after he was shot, that 
he could not live and “ was mustered out.” 
Isaac Stearns, business manager of the 
Marysville Democrat (of which defendant 
is editor and proprietor), was the last wit­ 
ness of the day. He testified that Mr. Mc­ 
Whorter came to him one morning last 
summer, and asked him 
for a pistol; 
Stearns told him he hadn't any, but that 
he would get him one, and that lie subse­ 
quently went to the gunsmith shop of P. 
George, in Marysville, and bought one on 
trial; he said lie told the gunsmith it was 
for Mr. McWhorter, and that if the pistoi 
suited lie would keep it, and if not, return 
it; witness said that after buying the pistol 
he returned to the Democrat office, and laid 
it on Mr. McWhorter’s desk in the editorial 
room ; he then went out and left it lying 
on the table: 
that was the last he saw of 
the weapon. 
During this testimony a Cali­ 
fornia bulldog revolver was shown witness, 
and he was asked if it was the pistol he 
purchased. H e replied that the pistol he 
bought looked something like the one 
shown to him, but that he could not state 
more definitely. 
Counsel for prosecution asked several 
questions with a view to draw from wit­ 
ness the statement that he instructed Mc­ 
Whorter in the method of using the pistol, 
and that he knew Ihe intended use to he to 
shoot Robinson, but witness persistently 
answered that he did not show him how to 
use the weapon, nor did he know what 
McWhorter wished the pistol for. 
When 
the information was received concerning 
the shooting, witness said, lie was in Mar­ 
cuse's store. 
At this point, counsel for the 
prosecution asked him if he did not expect 
information 
that 
Robinson 
had 
been 
killed. 
He replied that he expected when 
McWhorter left in the morning that there 
would or might be trouble, anil be was not 
astonished when he heard the news, but 
had no knowledge that there was to be 
any trouble with Robinson. 
Counsel asked several questions in differ­ 
ent forms to illicit from witness that he 
had stated, when the news of the shooting 
first reached him, that he was expecting to 
hear that Robinson had been shot, but wit­ 
ness said he never made such a statement. 
Mr. Hart asked him pointedly if he did not 
make such a statement as indicated to Dis­ 
trict Attorney Forbes, George Morris and 
Mr. Marcuse. 
Witness said he did not. 
Witness was then shown clippings front the 
Marysville Democrat, which he identified as 
articles which had been published in that 
paper, and stated that Mr. McWhorter was 
the editor and publisher. 
The articles 
strongly reflected upon Robinson’s charac­ 
ter as an officer and a citizen, and the | r >: e- 
eutiou offered them in evidence tu show 
that defendant had traduced and greatly 
aggravated Robinson, with the direct pur- 
p se of bringing on a conflict. 
Grove L. Johnson, of counsel for detente 
objected to their admission as evidence, on 
the ground that no words spoken or writ­ 
ten, however strong or bitter, could justify 
a personal assault, and also upon the 
ground that to admit them would be rais­ 
ing a new issue upon which the defendant 
should be permitted to substantiate what 
he had published if he could do so. This 
would virtually be turning aside to try de­ 
fendant for libel, and such a course could 
not be thought of in practice. 
The Court here excused the jury for the 
day, as the point in controversy pertained 
to law and not to evidence. 
Mr. Johnson 
argued the question at length, continuing 
until about 5 r. m., when the Court ad­ 
journed until 10 this morning. I*, is un­ 
derstood 
that 
the 
argument 
will 
be 
continued at the opening this morning 
bv XIr. Hearst, of defendant’s counsel.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


B o a rd o f C ity T r.tj.tee s, 
The Hoard of City Trustees m et yester­ 
day m orning, all the members present. 
M inutes read and approved. 
A num ber of gentlemen representing the 
Im m igration Association and the Board of 
Trade, including Albert Gallatin, T. B. 
Hull, L. L. Lewis, P. E. Platt, Jam es I. 
Belter. Joseph Steffens, (.'. H . H ubbard and 
A. S. Hopkins, appeared before the Board 
and showed that there was an indebtedness 
of over $1,400 against the Im m igration 
Association, growing out of the recent 
Citrus Pair, which it was desired the 
Trustees would assist the association in 
paying. 
It was also suggested that the 
Trustees levy a tax to aid the association 
in future work. 
The members of the Board expressed 
their willingness to assist, but doubted 
w hether they had authority under the law 
to do so. 
After some discussion, during 
which it was ass-rted that the money was 
to be used for the advancem ent of the in­ 
terests of the city, and its appropriation 
was therefore legal, the whole m atter was 
referred to City Attorney H art and A. P. 
Catiin, for their opinion as to the Board's 
powers :n the premises. 
\V. M. Petrie appeared on behalf of the 
City Board of Education, and asked that 
the Trustees, in m aking the tax levy this 
year, include twenty-live cents oneacL $100 
for school purposes, that being as sm all a 
sum as the Board of Education thought it 
could do with. 
A communication was received from the 
Board of Fire Commissioners, requesting 
that a tax of twenty-five cents for the Fire 
Departm ent be included in the levy. The 
Commissioners were now so short of money 
that tiiey had been unable to pay the De­ 
partm ent salaries for January. 
it, C. Wolf, Chief Engineer of the water 
works, reported th at 17,171,000 gallons of 
water were pum ped for the week ending 
January 30th. 
I. was ordered that the bids opened at 
the last meeting fur constructing a sewer 
in the alley between K ami L, Fifth and 
Sixth streets, be rejected, and that new pro­ 
posals be advertised for. 


The Alta-Louisville (.nine. 
Some of the Altas returned from San 
Francisco by the freight train yesterday 
m orning, slipping into town unobserved, 
and some more of them w ill come back 
“ after it blows over.” From a careful con­ 
sideration of all accounts of the game, it is 
evident, that though Borehers beat his 
record for wildness, he was not alone to 
b lam e; some of the infield men seeming 
scarcely able to cover as much ground as 
they would require in a cemetery, and 
m aking num erous errors. Twenty-five base- 
h it. are bad enough, but think of twenty- 
six bases stolen !

Yesterday our State Superin­ 
tendent received the following telegram 
from llo n .J . II. Law, head Superintendent 
of Public Instruction of the State of K an­ 
sas: 
‘‘ Legislature discussing State text­ 
books, send at once by express, C O lb, one 
copy wf each book of your State series.” 
As Superintendent H oitt lias no autli irity 
to draw any books from the State Printer, 
except on an order from a county Superin­ 
tendent, he went to the office of Mr. How­ 
ard, Superintendent of Sacramento county, 
procured an order from him , paid $1 05 
into the State school iund and forwarded 
the books. Senators from Indiana and Ala­ 
bam a have written to State Superintendent 
H oilt for copies of the school law, espec­ 
ially the law concerning our scheme of 
State textbooks, which have been prom ptly 
forwarded. 
A large num ber of orders have come in 
for books from twenty-one counties in this 
State during the m outh of January. 
Most 
of the orders have been small, ranging 
from one book upwards, the largest order 
coming from Modoc county, which called 
for 700 books, and the am ount of money 
paid into the State Treasury was $074 fXJ. 
The am ount of money thus far paid into 
the State Treasury for books sold, together 
with the cash value of the hooks on hand, 
am ounts to som ething over $36.000.

T h e M n e m ó n ic a ! L e c tu r e . 
Rev. George W. James, F . R. H. S., was 
listened to in his lecture on mnemonics 
last night at the Congregational Church by 
a large and highly intelligent audience. 
He was introduced by Speaker W . H . Jo r­ 
dan with a few pleasant rem arks. The lec­ 
turer held th at what we call knowledge Is 
only memory; it lies at the base of all 
knowledge and constitutes it. 
Scientists 
and philosophers have struggled with the 
question, “ How do we rem em ber?” but 
no one has solved it nor will any one do so. 
H e cited as instances of great m em oiv the 
cases of Lord Macaulay, Sir W alter Scott, 
Joseph Barker, the Congregationalist of 
London. Theodore Meek, Sheridan and the 
son of Robt. Houdin and others. All these, 
though gifted, gained m uch of their pre­ 
eminence by training. As the fingers may 
be trained to dexterity, the muscles to 
strength, the body to endurance, the m ind 
to intellectual thought, so may the memory 
be strengthened and made dexterous and 
marvelously quick 
and retentive. 
The 
uses of such culture he illustrated in a 
score of ways, and Its value in all vocations 
in life, to the saving of worry, time and 
money, and the augm enting of mental 
pleasures and the happiness of men. 
His 
lecture was replete with anecdote, wit and 
hum or, was conversational ia character 
and 
forcible. 
The 
speaker 
is easy, 
graceful 
and 
of 
ready 
aDd 
correct 
diction. 
He dwelt lengthily upon the ne­ 
cessity of cultivating the powers of observ­ 
ation, a quality that every practiced news­ 
paper man fully appreciaies, and the re­ 
marks of the speaker on that topic every 
journalist will fully indorse. The Golden 
Rule of Mnemoics he defined to be : “ Ob­ 
serve; retlect; link thought with thought; 
think of the impression.” Attention is 
the first condition, observation the second, 
and reflection the last. 
We link thought 
with thought in three ways; by incidental 
association, accidental and methodical asso­ 
ciation. and lastly by artificial association. 
He gave amusing mnemonic keys, such as 
three sixes to fix certain important histori­ 
cal events ; v i b y g o r, to keep the order 
of prism atic colors, and a laughable key to 
the list of Presidents of the United States 
He warmly defended mnemonics from the 
assaults of those who say the s.ictice is 
hum bug, because we are to remember one 
thing by some relation to another, or by 
remembering another, and showed that all 
the best teaching of youth is on that exact 
plane. 
He called twelve lads to the stage ; 
six had had a few m oments’ prior instruc­ 
tion, but all, with a few words to them in a 
low tone, quite readily gave the audience 
the day of the week of any date in 1S37. 
The audience named ten 
subjto’s 
for 
discourses; these were written upon the 
black-board and the boys, turning their 
backs to it. with faciiitv not to be expected 
recited the ten, stum bling a little, but pres­ 
ently gaining rapidly and nam ing them 
backward and out of order. 
Mr. Janies 
recited the jingling rhym e of “ The Falls of 
L ulorc,” bv Southey, and gave any line at 
call, and declaimed m any of the lines back­ 
ward. At the conclusion of the lecture 
some forty ladies and gentlemen remained 
and formed a class to be instructed in 
memory culture, and took a first lesson 
under Stokes' system. A notice is pub­ 
lished calling them to meet at 4 or 7 r. m . 
to-day, or at both hours, in the lecture- 
room of the Sixth-street M. E. Church.

PA U FIC 
RAILROADS' 
DEBT. 


P la n to E n a b le t lie C o m p a n ie s to S e t tle 
T ltc ir I n d e b te d n e s s . 
The New York Sun, in a recent issue, 
says: 
By the end of the year 1897 the subsi­ 
dized Pacific railroads will owe the Gov­ 
ernm ent the enormous sum of $146,255, 
652 19, less the am ounts paid hereafter 
under the present requirem ents; but as 
these am ounts are made up of net earnings, 
and therefore are always variable, it is im ­ 
possible to say anything more about them 
than that it is certain that these earnings 
will not pay the debts. 
Bv decision of the 
Supreme Court of the 1‘uited States no 
part of this debt, principal or interest, is 
payable till tiie subsidy bonds have m a­ 
tured, which will be in 1897. 
The entire am ount of this debt, w hat­ 
ever it may be, is subject to the prior liens 
created by the first mortgages oi the com­ 
panies, which am ount at present to $145,­ 
007,605. In other words, t,.e Government 
holds a second mortgage, with an am ount 
at least equal to its own debt ahead of it; 
and if for any reason the railroad com­ 
panies cannot pay when the debt is dne, 
the Government m ust foreclose its second 
mortgage and take for its debt w hat the 
railroads will sell for over and above the 
first mortgages, or else buy in and operate 
the roads subject to the first mortgages and 
the interest charges thereon. 
Now it will generally be admitted that 
neither of these courses is likely to prove 
efficacious, for, after all, what the Govern­ 
ment wants is to collect its debt, and not to 
buy or operate railroads. A lthough this 
debt has been paid m any times over in 
increased value of the public lands, in in­ 
creased taxation, in transportation of troops 
and m ilitary supplies. ' in 
public con­ 
venience and 
accommodation, ami es 
peciallv in uniting the East and the West, 
and facilitating the national defense; and 
although nobody a t the time the roads were 
Dtiilt ever counted on the repaym ent of the 
subsidy, that repaym ent is now a m atter 
of extrardinary national importance, so 
extraordinary, indeed, that it is surprising 
that the President has not taken up the 
question and given his views clearly and 
distinctly to Congress as to the best method 
of dealing w ith the subject. 
He lias not 
done this, but has contented him self with 
a general approval of the plan recommend­ 
ed by the Secretary of the Interior. 
W hat is the plan ? 
It is contained in 
what is known as the O uthwaite fund­ 
ing bill, now before Congress, for ap­ 
proval or rejection. This bill proposes to 
extend the tim e for the paym ent of the 
subsidies, to reduce the interest to the m ar­ 
ket rate, and to provide for the gradual ex­ 
tinction of the debt, so as to render its ul­ 
tim ate paym ent to the Treasury not merely 
probable, but reasonably certain. 
If no bill looking to these ends is passed, 
the Union Pacific and Central Pacific m ust 
in due tim e sink into bankruptcy. Then 
the Governm ent will lose the whole of the 
enormous sum of m oney duo and to be­ 
come due from these two Pacific railroads. 
If the bill is passed, the Government will 
get hack its money, and the railroads will 
go on perform ing their service to the public 
and m aking enough besides to keep them 
iu condition and build ¡lie new branch lines 
that are necessary to protect themselves 
from the encroachm ent of rivals that are 
now invading their territory and destroying 
and carrying off their business. 
This seems to us to sum up the whole 
m atter. 
If it is better that the Government 
should get back its money and that the 
railroads should be kept alive, why, then, 
this bill should pass. If it is better th at 
the railroads should tie wrecked and the 
Government should lose its money, why, 
then, the present state of things ought to 
be continued and intensified until its con­ 
sequences are fully realized in the ruin of 
the railroad companies and the loss of the 
m illions which they owe and will owe to 
the Treasury. 
In considering this subject, no ac"ount 
whatever should be taken of the Credit 
Mobilier fraud or any other alleged frauds 
or wrongs said to have been committed on 
the pail of these enterprises. 
Neither 
should any attention be paid to the charge. 
B hich we believe to be entirely false, that 
the present adm inistration of these com­ 
panies has in any way attempted to corrupt 
any selfish or venal Congressmen. These 
are old stories an l mere side issues, and 
havp nothing to do with the m ain ques­ 
tion. That question relates exclusively to 
the duty of Congress to save the money 
that is coming to the Government, and to 
get it into the treasury hy the best practi­ 
cable means. 
We think it is the duty of 
Congress also to save, and not to destroy, 
the great public interests that are connected 
with these railroads ; and while Congress 
has nothing to do with the private interests 
involved, the fact that 'here is a vast body 
of innocent private stockholders, who will 
be injured or ruined by the wrecking of 
these railroads, or saved by saving them , 
may properly be considered as a m ake­ 
weight in the case. 
But, above all, we think it is the duty of 
the Democratic party to determine this 
whole controversy, oncp for all, by such a

At sunrise this vegetable 
spring is the rich est; then the negroes and 
the natives come from all sides, provided 
with large vessels to collect the m ilk, which 
turns yellow and thickens on the surface. 
S‘>me empty their vessels at once under the 
. v . others take the m ilk to their children. 
One seems to see the establishm ent of a 
shepherd who distributes the m ilk to his 
herds.”—Prairie Farmer.
